Farmers Co-Operate With Department.

After hie farm has been inspected by
the department, in case a member of
the soclety follows out the suggestions
of the experta (although he is not In
any way bound to earry out these sug-
gested changes) he becomes a co-op-
erator. The majority of the ¢o-opera-
tors andhere strictly to the advice of
the department.

Each year the department selecta
the best co-operative farm in  each
county and makes it a demonstration
farm which conducts loeal experiment
al work under the direction of the ex-
perts, In the case of the demonstra-
tion farm, the department assumes the
initintlve and devotes me much atten-
tion to the place as I8 necessary to
make it pre.eminently successful, and
spares no pains in assisting the opera-
tors of these farms to bring them to
the highest possible state of fertility
and to the maximum polint of profit-
ablenesa,

On the other hand, co-operator must
take the initiative in all phases of his
work, although he receives ald and as-
sistance from the department experts
when he stumbles onto a knotty prob-
lem. At present there are 75 co-opera-
tive and five demonstration farms In
the state, and each summer, publie
meetings are held on the places of the
demonstrators, where (ypleal and {1
lustrative resulte have been obtalned.

Farmers from all parts of the coun-
try are invited to attend thesea meot-
ings at which prominent agricultural
experts and authorities on farm man-
agement discuss the various lines of
farming practiced In Missourl. At
noon, & basket lunch la gerved by the
ladles of the county in which the gath-
ering I8 held, and In the afterncon the
men visit each individual fleld, study
the crop, and Informally discuss the
efficlency of the methods of seed bed
preparation, planting and cultivation
which have been practiced in the de-
velopment of this crop.

A representiative vislted tha farm
and found it apparently in good condi-
tlon, supplied with good buildings, and
anoually yielding bumper crops of
graln and roughage, 20 bushels of
wheat, 60 bughels of corn and two tons
of hay to the acre.

It wae a different story, however,
when the expert examined the live
stock. The dairy cows were scrubs of
the worst variety, with staring coats
and every rib showing, and with ud-
ders not larger than & man's twd fists,

The swine and horses were also in-
ferior specimens of twentigth century
live stock, while the supply of farm
machinery was In no sense modern and
efficient. Here was a case of n coun-
tryman who was exerting all hls ener-
gles toward the production of profit-
able crops, only to feed them to un-
profitable live stock.

From 12 cows he obtalned only
enough milk to supply the need of his
family of six pereons, The department
showed him where the leak was, and
explained to him how he could bhar-
monize all his operations and render
his farm more fertile and profitable by
He pe-
coeded to their advice and today is
gaining a profitable livelihood and
vearly fattening his bank account un-
dor o standardized system of muanage:

Farmers Take Kindly to the Plan.

Tho popularity of this movement Lo
rejuvenate slek farms Increpsed lo
such an extent that a year ngo the de-
partment organized the Missourl Farm

Management nssociation, the ploneer:

society of ils character in America, the
members belng recrulted from among
the ranks of the owners of unprofitable
farms who desired to nurse all the op
erations on their acreages back o a
wipe-earning condition,

The object of this assoclation was
to organize and combine the farmers
of Missourl who were Interested In
practical aystem of farm muanagement.
It aided the department In 5o much ns
the countrymen who needed and want-
ed help were centeallzed in the organi-
gation, while it alded the farmers In so
far as the depariment experts prom-
ised to visit and replan each place In
turn. Two hundred enrnestly Interested
farmers joined the soclety the first
vear, while at present the enrollment
is double that number., Each country-
man pays $1.25 membershlp fee—the

floors, carpets, walls and bhangings—
anywhere, in fact, where dust or dirt
can lodge and germs can and do lodge.

Woman's Work Included in “Doctor-

While the men are busy with their
field study, their wives under the di-
rection of an expert in home eco-
nomics occupy themselves with the
problems of the farmhouse, Efficient
methods of replanning the home, home
decoration, modern methods of cook-
ary, the elimination of wastes and the
utilization of byproducts, handy alds in
the kitchen, and the beautification of
the farm yard are explained and dis-
cussed In detail.

The woman expert in rhnl’un of thie
work occuples herself throughout the
year in vislting and remapplug the
systema of home-management prac-
ticed by the housewives who request
her ald. She is a sort of a traveling
home economlics department which

stale farmers how to maintain a prac
tieal and businesslike system of reo
ords and accounts. )
One Missourl farmer last winter lost
$200 on work stock alone, due to the
fact that he had more animals than he
could keep buey, It Is really a gues-
tlon of each farmer studying out how
many head of animals he can profit-
ably maintain, and then not exceeding
this number. The same thing is true
of the scrub cows which eat up the
profits of the other farm departments.
The work of the Missourl farm man-
agement department Is state-wide in
scope and is efficient in solving the
problems of the fiveacre farm, the
B00-acre farm, or the farm whose own-
er merely desires to keep the wolf
from the door, or to save his place
from being burdened with a mortgage.
In & word, the department is devot-
Ing just as much attention and study
to replanting an unprofitable ten-acre
truek or fruit farm as it is to remodel-
ing an 8,000-acre stock farm,
The Concrete Examples,
Among the practical results which
the department hns obtained in its
first ald work to the farmers is the
case of & 140-acre farm which, the
firat year it was warked, ylelded ten
bushels of corn, 15 bushels of potatoes,
and one-fourth of a ton of hay to the
acre,

tribution of 16 tons of manure to the
acre, and modern methods of culture;
this farmer followed these directions
and the second year afterwards he
harvested 40 bushels of corn, one and
three-quarter tons of hay, and 100 bush-
¢ls of potatoes to the acre on the flelds
on which these crops were grown.

He wns a man of very limited capital
and the season he requested depart-
mental assistance his asseta amounted
to $2,000, while his liabilltles totaled
$1.800. At the end of the second year
following, he was out of all danger of
debt and had a tiny sum stored away
in the bank.

Another notable {llustration of man-
agerial eMetency resulted where a hog
ralger on a rough, 100-acre farm shift-
ed his troubles to the shoulders of the
expert managers who set him right on
his feeding system and got him to
study market conditions and require-
ments, 8o that he Inst year realized $1.-
200 from the sale of his swine, where-
as previously his high mark for hoge
for a single year was $5600.

Although ordinary work stock are
not supposed to yleld much of an an-
nual profit another farmer cleared §300
in one year from his work animals sub-
sequent to consulting with the depart-
mental experts who advised him to
decrease the number of work animnls
which he kept and to work the horses
and mules more during the winter.

A city man, inexperienced in farm-
ing, struggled along for five years just
about making ends meet and then he
employed the nasistance of the farm
experts who diagnosed his troubles as
a poor rotation, the use of scrub seed,
and the under-feeding of his market
animals,

He lollowed thelr directions, Improy-
ing his methods, and now 18 gaining a
profitable return from hie made-to-or-
der farm,

The farm has materinlly gained in
fertility, it has Increased Iin annual
crop production, and this year it paid
off its back Indebtedness and begins a
new season with a clean glate,
